Citizens must have the right 
to get information, the right to print it or 
otherwise publish it without prior restraint, 
the right to print without punishment for 
harmless publication, the right of access to 
materials. of publication, and the right to 
distribute. When they do not have these 
rights they canno't choose their public offi- 
cials wisely or judge their policies intel- 
ligently.
